ASKS CLOSED SEASON ON 
DEER WEST OF DIDSBURY 


There was a good attendance at 
the meeting of the Didsbury Fish 
and Game Association on Monday 
night, and the opinions expressed 
on the various resolutions were in- 


dicative of the wishes of the major-’ 


ity of members of the local usso- 
ciation. This was particularly true 
of the four resolutions placed be- 
fore the meeting, and to be discuss- 
ed at the annual meeting of the pro- 
vincial association. 

The first resolution was, ‘that the 
pheasants at the Brooks hatchery 
be raised to maturity before being 
released to game associations.” 
local members were not in favor of 
this. 

The next resolution was, “that 
the area west of the C.P.R. line 
from Olds south to the south boun- 
dary of the Mountain View munici- 
pality, and west to the forest re- 
serve be closed to deer hunting.” 
This was favored by the Didsbury 
members. 

A third resolution was, ‘that no 
special licenses be issued to hunters 
before regular opening of Alberta 
seasons.’"’ No decision was made as 
sufficient information was not avail- 
able to pass an honest opinion. 

The last resolution was, “that 
Burnt Stick Lake be cleared of 
coarse fish and stocked with Rain- 
bow Trout.’’ As this lake now cov- 
ered six or more sections it was 
thought the resolution, if supported, 
could not deh sabre carried out.

in Claims by 


Alberta Hail Board This Year 


A review of the season's opera- | 
tions by the Alberta Hail Insurance | 
Board shows 1947 to be one of the 
most costly years on record, both 
for the public and the board, It 
paid out $1,840,000 in claims and 
adjustment expenses, but this is 
only a small fraction of the total 
loss to crops from hail, It is im- 
possible to do better than make a} 
wild guess, but crop losses were | 
probably from five to 10 or 15 times 
that figure. 

This year the Hail Board insured 
3,032,446 acres of Alberta’s 12,000,- 
000-odd acres of crop, Of the one 
hundred thousand farmers in the

1400 were scattered throughout the 
province with no section immune. 

Hail occurred on 61 different days 
in the crop season, and the losses 
are put at 160 per cent of normal,

This trade plan will be supple- 
mented by government action to en- 
able Canadians to take full advan- 
tage of all the possibilities for 
trade presented by these agree- 
ments and the other trade agree- 
ments that the government is striv- 
ing for. No one here loses sight of 
the jobs and markets that this in- 
creased trade will bring. 

The restrictions to United States 
imports and excise taxes to keep 
down expenditures on certain key 
items are temporary measures to 
protect our economy and our stan- 
dard of living until the long range 
plans can be effected. 

While many are taking a “wait 
and see" attitude toward the detail- 
ed items of the whole plan, all are 
obviously happy that it represents 
a long step toward a definite Cana- 
dian economy. It is difficult to find 
anyone who will claim that our 
Canadian economy should or, in 
in fact, can be isolationist as was 
the “national policy” of protection 
introduced by Conservative Sir 
John A. MacDonald. Canada’s 
policy is one that invites coopera- 
tion and reciprocity from all coun- 
iries and seeks to avoid domination 
from any source. 
| There is some interest in the cam- 
| paign of our large daily papers for 
a depreciation of our currency as 
a cure for all our problems of trade 
with the United States. One objec- 
tion made to this method is that it 
acts as a restricting duty on all im- 
ports equally, giving no preference 
/to imports of such basic needs as 
| coal and oil. It also hampers equally 
imports from all countries. 

The most effective argument 
against it is that it can be applied 
by every country and our action 
would encourage others to use it. 
In the end no advantage would be 
/gained and the resulting inflation 
would threaten a_ serious break- 
down of the economies of all the 
countries of the world, 

Depreciation of currency was the

ON WEEKLY NEWSPAPERS 


The vital role of the Canadian 
weekly newspaper in the life of the 
community and the nation will 
soon get recognition on the motion 
picture screen. A film, still untitled, 
and currently in the stage of being 
edited, is to be produced by the 
National Film Board depicting the 
important position held in each 
community by its weekly paper. 

When released, the film will be 
available to film councils and film 
libraries and is being considered 
for release to theatres. It will also 
get nation-wide screening on the 
N.F.B.’s extensive system of rural 
circuits. Eventually, it will be 
given international distribution 
through the Board's foreign offices, 
Canada’s embassies, legations and 
trade commissioners’ offices. In this 
it will probably be produced in a 
number of foreign lauguages and 
may go to as many as 70 countries 
other than Canada and the United 
States. 

N.F.B.’s film of the weekly news- 
papers of Canada will not be a mere 
screen document of the mechanics 
of publishing a paper. Of necessity, 
it will show the operations of pub- 
lication but the principal aim of the 
production will be to emphasize 
how vitally the paper and its edi- 
tor and staff enter into community 
life and activities, how they serve 
the area covered by the paper and 
how the activities in that area affect 
the paper and its contents and ser- 
vices. 

Rather than leap from one place 
to another and try to cover all the 
hundreds of weekly newspapers in 
the Dominion—a process that 
would result in confusion and de- 
feat the purpose of the fiilm—the 
production will center around a 
single publication and use it to tell 
the story of all weeklies. Morten 
Parker, N.F.B. director, and his pro- 
duction crew spent several weeks 
filming the community and neigh- 
boring countryside at Vernon, B.C., 
concentrating on the Vernon News. 
The News, well-known to all 
weekly publishers and editors, was 
selected as representative of all 
Canadian weeklies. Release dates 
for the film have not been set.
